COMMUNICATION CONFIRMING THAT 
MAY 19, 2004 RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT WILL BE VACATED 

Further to a July 29, 2004 telephone conference between Ashton J. 
Delauney, Esq. of the undersigned's office and Examiner Bao Qun 
Li, this Communication is submitted to confirm that the Office 
Action issued May 19, 2004 imposing a restriction requirement 
will be vacated, and a new Office Action issued which takes into 
account the Preliminary Amendment filed November 28, 2000 which 
Examiner Li did not take into account when issuing the May 19, 
2004 Office Action. 

As Mr. Delauney discussed with Examiner Li, applicants canceled 
claims 2-5, 7, 10, 12, 14-16, 18, 20-21, 23-25, 28-30, 32-35, 37- 
42 and 44-47, and amended claims 11, 26 and 48 in the November
